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AN OVERVIEW 


Terrorisu in Argentina is a i ajor aational issue. Violence- 
arone orouos opoosed to the regime cf p r9$ident Isabel Martinez de Perón 
ar-d her Rasputin-l ike adyiser, José Looez Rege, olaoue the country f *itb 
bombinqs, ettacks on oollce and militar;/ forces, Mdnanings and assassi- 
nations. While these terrorist actions do not imnediately threateq th« 
goveroaent's viabilitv, they heve provoked a series of major goverqmsncal 
CGunte , *'reasures. Five thousand «nilitarv neo now are conducting ooeratinns 
ecsinst terror ists in the Tucuman area of northv/est Argentina. Federal 
and provincial pólice forces are relentlessly attemotiñg to neutraliza 
terrorist elensnts. Conolenientiñe these cvert regime initiatives is 
the Argentino Anti-Conmjrrst Alliance (AAA)« a clendastine extra-leca* 
collection of assassinaticn teams enouraced by soné Argentina governcient 
of^ic’als. Recent successes by these disoarate reoi.re secuntv Instru¬ 
ments hava apparently thrnwn soné of the terrorist orouos off-halarce, 
causini then to retrench and assure en essentially d?f=nsíve postor». 


Aroentina's political systen has been urable to intenrate su:- 
cessfully forces noliticized and then cnleasned bv Juan 0. Perón ir the 
late forties and earlv fifties; this failure lies at the root of thet 
countrv's present ramoant oolitical violente. Follov;inn Peron’s ojster 
by the Argén tiñe militar;/ in 1955 two strands of Argentfne terrorisr- 
evolved. both conoosed of oersons violently onposed in varying degrees 
to the política! and econcnic poiicies of succeeding milHary ind civil lar» 
goverorents. Sarxis t crocps have cleshed with Feronists as wel1 as tra¬ 
dición:*! Argentina political partios in uroir.c a fundamental restrjctu'ing 
of society. tbeir vicv, Peronisn fails te satisíy the basic needs of 
the ration's nasses, who arp ranipuloted to serve the interests of orivi- 
leged laho^ jnions and the cojntry's nodornizíng el:te. Tliese self-stylad 
llarxists have bean inf li?enc?d bv foreiqn models of changs, eso?ciallv the 
Cuban e/penencc. Radica”? Peronist grouns* ir contrast, cling to the 
nationalist rhetonc and synbols of the Perón era; by so doinn, they tend 
to enjoy e broeder base of popular sunport. Since President Juan n eron*s 
death in jjlv 1974, his wife’s increasinqly rfahtist orientatinn has cut 
rnanv links between radica! and orthodox Peronists; but the basic dichGt'n 
between Morxlst and Perorr’st tnrrorists still holds true. 


Today, the Marxlst Peoole‘s Revolutlonary Armv (ERP) and the 
Montoneros, a radical Pc-ronist qroup, are the two major leftist terrorist 
forces in Argentina. Their orinins derive from earlier elemerts \»*ich 
first croanizeci and cnnducted operatio.ns in che northwestern part of tne 
country, ori;.iarily Tucurran Province. As these incipient grouos' rural 
terrorist activitiss failed to excite broad-based support, ard in che 
ws"C of continued prevgMng regíme cojncemeesu^es, Argén ti re ter^orists 
placed greater enphasls on building e r fectfv? jrban netv/orks in Cuenos A-res, 
Córdoba and other major cities. Terrorists ncw ere active in ooth urfc?n 
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and rural areas, with Tucunan once egain beinp the principal base of 
rural guerrilla forces. 

V* Foreígn influences vnthin the various Argentine terrorist groups 
evade facile evaluation. Theories propounded by Fidel Castro and the 
late Ernesto "Che" Huevara have proved attractive to rcanv Argentine revo- 
lutionaries. By 1972, some degree of Cuban participation, either in the 
form of Haison, trainlng, or actual operational activlty, had been 
uncovered in each of the major Argentine terrorist groups. Interactions 
of varióos kinds between Argentine terrorists and their counterparts from 
Chile, Bolivta, and Uruguay are oeriodically reported. Despite these 
foreigr, influences and contacts, however, the terrorist problem in Argentina 
remains essentially a national ohenonisnon which roay be exacerbated but not 
significantly altered by outsida nressures or events. 

** The ERP, Montoneros and other terrorist groups, v/hose members 
are oredcminantly stude.nts joined by sot.s alienated professionals and a 
few v/orkers, have set their ultímate goal as overthrowing the Argentine 
governnent by forcé. IJ.S. interests have not been uraffected, however, 
by Argentina's worsenir.g security situ 2 tion. U.S. of f i ciáis have been 
thrsatsned, kidnaoed and assassinated bv terrorists. Anerican comnanies 
and businessmen al so have been active terrorist targets. As a result of 
these continuing violent actions perpetrated against U.S. offlcfal and 
prívate representations, considerable nunbsrs of American businessmen have 
departed the countrv and the U.S. Entbassv staff lias been reduced in size. 

The nature and scope of these anti-U.S. activitles are more fully descrined 
later in this reoort. 


THE CONTINUING STRUGGLE I 

Juan Peror. died before he was able to insti tutionalize the 
consensos palitics v/hich had been practicad since his return in 1973. 
President Perón had carefully developeo the cooperation and suoport of 
the trade unions, the military, comercial and economic sectors and the 
country's najor traditioral política! parties. While the Marxist- 
oHented EP.P continued its violent attacks throughout his Presidency, 
Perón was able through a delicate mixture of conciliation and coerción 
to maintain the suoport cf many young, radical meirbers of his niovement. 
Since ?eron*s death and tiis wife Tsabel's assumption of the Presidency, 
the Montoneros have gone underground and staced sporadíc spectacular 
terrorist incidents further co:nplicating and intensifying the security 
challenge faced by Argentina's security forces. 

Terrorist actions in 1974 of special note inelude the ERP 
leadership's decisión to emphasize rural guerrilla operations in Tucunan 
at the expense of its urban net.forks, the 6 Septercber "declaration o* 
w^r" bv tíie Montoneros against tha Isabel Peron-loneH Pega regime, the 
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c 3 P's reorisal canp^ign aga*n$t the Argentina roilitary, and tho ítontorercs* 
assasstnatioa of Federal Pólice Chief Villar and his v/ife on 1 ‘loveirber. 

Tue ERP's Tucurcan strateg? and tne Montoneros 1 decisión to break v/ith the 
ve cinc and co underground heve irrfluanced the nature and scope of te^ro^icc 
actions to the present; tnese and the other ssmln:! events al so have batí 
animpact uoon Argentina oOlit J cs. 

Seven huntíred and tvienty iriles northwest of Buenos Aires lies 
Tjcu^ar, the ERP’s choice as its base for steooed-up rural guerrilla 
activities. Thi 3 Karxlst and other terroríst groups first emerged frosi 
tne provinxe's capital city and Its adjacent areas’ sucar refineries and 
cenefields; three heavily V.ooded nountain ronges seven miles to tie west 
a-*ord¿d effective cover fo* rural opsratlors. lupino the period 1955- 
1?6S, the Argentine militar;.' rjovernnsot had shut co./n nore than a third 
of the araa's suger miT-s. Out o r the inevitable economía deterioraron 
ar.d subseouent bitterness acj resentment which developed between tne 
élites í'd worfcers ir. the r:g:on a cadre of d'saffscted perso.ns emerged 
1 ed bv future terrorist Isacsrs such 3S .icario Pocerto Santucho, the EP?’$ 
c^esent cormander. 

¥& Santucho's decisión shiftini ewphasis o* rural opera ticos, *.nic » 
reportedlv was inade in ea< ly 1974* servad to wealran the CRP's urban struc- 
ture and eventuallv saoped its imace of revolut*o4ary vitality. To sera 
extent the galns the ERF had nade over the tortoraros by its spactactlar 
actac ;s in 1973, v/hila the young Pcronists sxneri^anted with concil iatico, 
'.ere dininished as the .yar/ist group turnad to the 1 ess dramatic task of 
í?ji 1 dir»g and trairing a nral guerrilla forcé. In August 1974 the ERP 
lost sema 16 guerrillas ir. a disastrocs confrontaron with the Army r.ear 
Catararea. It was in rep^isal for these deeths that Santucho ini ti atad 
tne ERP assassination cemusiqn */h1 ch by Dsceuher had clained the lives of 
■’ü mil-tary officers. These assassinations ha* % deoed Arny altitudes to.-ars 
tne ER 3 and unified the fril’tary against the terrorists. 

V»* Though ^eluctant to once agai.n beccrae a ieading forcé in the 
continuing struagle, tha Arry in late January 1975 sought and received 
permission to launch a 5,000 nan canpaiqn against the ER? Guerrillas ir 
Tucuiran. Operating in difficjlt terrain, the Arr\y began its operatior.s 
in early February hooing to encircle the arca of suspected guerrilla 
concentration and gradual!;/ reduce the cirde’s a^-*a, tnereby eventually 
forcinj the guerrillas inte open combat. Pcports indícate the ERP is 
conteot to resuain essertially oossive and plans siwply to outlast the 
«^rcy's campaion. Uoile it is impossible to estiróte, the ERP’s guerrilla 
ctrength in the Tucunan area nay total botveen 120 ^nd 15C men. 

The Tucunan confrontation has producid : ixed results for both 
tr?

PRESENT SECURITY SITUATION 

Argentina as of 30 May 1975 contirued exosrJenciog rasioont 
terrorism in its rajor cities and a sustair.etí conflíct of attrition 
between its nilitary and pólice forces and ERP rural guerrillas in the 
northvfsstern orovirce of Tucuman. Betwean October 1974 and February 
1975, Argén tiñe security forces scored notable successes against the 
terrorists, carrying out freauent raicls on safe sites, arrestiro hundreds 
of suspaets, and corfiscating caches of propaganda and v'eaoons. In 
adtíltior tn the Anti-Subversión Laws passed, tne State of 5 i age decía red 
on 6 *:ovenoer v and the Amy's Tucutüo campaien launchecl in February of 
this year, the govemnant fonruilated a ííationa*- Be*ensa Lav. in December 
1974, urorading its counterterrorist capabilities by listituting badly 
needsc coordinatío,n amonq the intelligance arnrs of the Federal Pólice, 
the Hlltary and the- State Secretariat for Intel 1 icerca (SIDI)- fiever- 
thsl95S. tne Kidnar-murder of 'J.S. Consular Acsnt Égcn ar.d t*ie subsequent 

soate n*- oolitical assassinatiors reduce the credibilitv of ootimistic

ERF 

By April 1975 ER? leader Santucho reportedly concluded that his 
earlier decisión to concéntrate almost exclusively on rural guerrilla 
v:arfare had not produced the desired results and, in fact, had complicated 
the Marxist groups problens. ín his plans to refocus on urban terrorism, 
Santucho's primar* targets by orea are supposedly tha Greater Buenos Aires 
area, Rosario, Salta and Córdoba. To carry out these future attacks, 

Santucho heads a group that reportedly has six connanies operating in 
T-jcyíran and another half-dozen spread throughout other Argentina provinces. 
The cRP may al so have up to 6 1 ,000 man reserve combatant forcé for urban 
opsrations. It is believed an ERP company usually oossessss a mínimum 
strength of 70 individuáis and a máximum of 120. 

The ERP demonstrated a continuad capabilltv to conduct urban 
terrorisn v/ith its 13 April 1975 raid against an army arsenal in San Lorenzo. 
The raid was considerad to be very successful, as the terrorists held the 
dapot for about three hours and seiied a larce numter of weaoons, anmuni- 
ton and other milltary equipnent. This type of successful operation 
emboldens the group and strengthens it with edditional supoües. Dsspite 
the successes of Arqentlne security authonties in precedlng montos, it 
is obvious that ot least some ERP units naintain the caoability to conduct 
s J qnificant terrorist oper3t1ons against hlqh-priority targets. 

Montoneros 


Ubi le the ERP has been Involved in strategy revisión, tíia Mon¬ 
toneros have staged a series of spectacular terrorist attacks. Same 
reports indícate that Montonero ieaders believe the Pe»'on regime is near 
coilapse and that further violares will contribute to its denise. Others 
sugqest the Montoneros' more ifrmediate ooals are co maintain their opera- 
tional caoabillties and to retalíate against governnsnt-inspired attacks 
on radical Peronists. In any case, this extremfst, violent approach has 
caused serious political problens for the Montoneros' legal apparats, the 
surface organizations of the P.evolutionary Tendencv (LTT) cf the Peronist 
novenent. Unítv within the group as a whole nav be threatened as the 
continued terrorism places those persons working openly in various student 
and laoor oraanizations in ever more dangsrous positions. The left-wing 
Perooist coelition's failure at the polis on 13 ¿ pril 1975 in Misiones 
did roth'no tn Doost the fortunes of those in the noverant favoring non- 
violent Tethods. 

The Montoneros and ERP have coordinatec various ooeratlons; in 
general, however, the.y remain competítive within the contsxt of Argentina's 
revolutionary laft. Whlie the lRP nav bolster its forcas by allyir.g v/ith 
various snall Trotskyite groups, the Montoneros will likely carry on the 
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struggle witt the pólice and AAA csser.tielly wit’nin the na^aneters of 
the y*: j chful, radical Percnist left. Althougb the V.A's brutal canpaicn 
against leftist Peronists as well as %l arx1st$ undoubtedly ñas had a dis- 
rjotiMQ inpact on the Montoneros* urban sj^port networks, the terrori se 
crouo likeíy ^rl11 retain the capabilitv to conduct sicníficánt cnerations 
¿gairst Argentino and II. S. targets. 

Iri mounting theír terrorist ooerations, che f'onzoneros have a 
considerable forcé to drav. upon. An official Arcentine intelligence 
estímate prepared in Octoter 1974 esti> r ated the njmber o* Montonero com¬ 
bátanos as beinr about 2,000-2,500, a forcé sunoorted bv soné 12,000- 
15,000 active synodthízers. Relatad orqanizations identified by the 
offlcial report included the LTR and Juventud Percnista (JP) as political 
crcups*. Jjvontud Trabajadora Peronista (JTP), a labor grcuo; Juventud 
Universitaria Peronista (JU?) and the lh 5 on de Estudiantes Secundarlos 
(■JES), tv'O studsnt organizations; the rural-based 'Icvimlento de Inquilinos 
Peronistas ( M .IP), a tenant farrcers* no/enent; •¿viniente da Villeros 
Peronistas (VVP), a si un dwellers rovement; a v-oící-n* 5 grnjp called 
Agrupación Evita; at'vd a children's Movimiento Infantil. The JP and JU D 
have borre the brutit of rigit-wínc terrorist attacks.

In the past FAP 
reportedly received financia! supoort fron; the llruguayan Tupamaros and 
rere recently has obtained assistance fro* thi LPF. Its str°inth as o~ 
early October 1374 was estirated to be about ¿00 corbatants supoortei bv 
soroe 1,000 active svjrpathizers.

The FAL operates prfnsrily in greater Duertcs /Mr»s, thcuj" 
the c r oup and its severa! factinns do ennduet spo*adíe acUvities in 
central and northern provincial canitals. FAL co betants ¿s of ¿a-ly 
October 1974 totoled seré 150-200 nenb?rs; about 803-1 ,000 active syr» 
th zars supportocí thoir or.eratiors.

&¥ In May 1974, at its first oarty congress, tlns grouo 
chanqed its ñama froro the 22 Auqust People's Revolutionary Armv; it 
brokc v.ith the ERP over policy towards the Marcn 1973 elections. oL-22 
is c puré terrorist group without significant connactions with any politi- 
cal, labor or student organizations. This snall group, which possesses 
no clearlv defined independent política! iinage, possessed a forcé in 
October 1974 of about 50 combatants backed by soné 150-200 active sympa- 
thizers. 


Tnis sumrr.ary constitutes only an incomplete and very brief 
ootline of the more significant smaller Argentine terrorist groups. ít 
avoids in-rieptn analyses of the nun'erous factions vihich exist within tnese 
’'0ve*nents. Conpeting personal loyalties and differing ideologies will 
probably lead to the formation of further splínter terrorist groups in 
VGentina. 


Terrorisn an the right has been led by the Argentine Anci- 
Conrnjnist AUiance. Ostensibly a group of orivats citizens of right-wing 
persuasión, the Al liar.ee in realitv is a covert counterterrorist arm o: 
the ?:varnment, and apparently functions with guidance from the ministerial 
leveí. The AAA appears to be a loose collection of death squads consisting 
of federal and provincial pólice, intelligence psrsonnel , retired nilitary 
and r:ght- /ing unionists. It has clained responsibility for dozens of 
r.urders, Mdnapfncs and bonbinos during the past year or so. Death lists 
oublicly issued by the AAA in May 1975 threatened artists, writers, actors 
and journalists, who reacted with a series of strikes, oetitions, speeches 
and calis for a government investiaation. Critics point out that while 
hardly a d:y passes without a government announcement that a group of 
lefeists has been arrested, not a single arrest has been claimsd ñor a 
single case solved involving terrorist acts attributad to the rightist 
group. The Montoneros* statement included as Appendix 2 of this study 
describes in sorre detail, thouqh viith obvious bias, acts perpetrated by 
the AAA. 


In late May a communique allegedly issued by the AAA 
called for a 90-day cease-fire, posslbly in responso to rising political 
pressures on the Peron-Lopez Rega regimo cver the continued daily carnage 
plaguinq the country. Since Perón's death on 1 July 1974, the total 
indeed has been high. The English languaqe Buenos Aires MeraId oublished 
figures en 39 May shov/ing that at least 503 lives have been lost during 
tne last 11 nonths as a result of terrorist acts. Of the total, acccrding 
to the newspaper, 190 v/ere identifiably leftist and anotiier 91 oresuned 
leftists who were killed in gunfights with autborities. Only 38 reportedly 
ve re confirned right-wingers and thus supposedly targets or leftist ter¬ 
rón sts. Other victims cited In the oaper included 54 oolice^en, 22 
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soldi“rs, 13 h'jsi.tessmen, fotr children, ConsjJar Agent and

The following is an English translation of a letter mailed to 
the U.S. Embassy 1n Buenos Aires in early April 1975, purportedly by 
the Montoneros. It provldes a short history of the AAA and soms detai 1 s 
of 1 ts activities and victims. Except for a minor reference to the CIA, 
the letter attaches no culpability to the U.S. for AAA activities. The 
letter portrays the degree of commitment and intenslty of emotions shared 
by the terrorlst groups, and for this reason has been included as an 
aopendix to this report. 

On this date, the ''Gustavo Natalio Stenfer" combat unit, 
integrated by the platoons "A ti 1 io López" and “Julio Troxler/ 
of the MONTONEROS organization, launched an attack against the 
Operating Chief of the "Alianza Anticomunista Argentina," elso 
known as "AAA," Comnissioner of Pólice Major Juan Pamon árales. 
During the ambush, the unexpected action of military troops 
which carne to help this sinister murderer, made it inpossible 
to complete the execution. As a consequence of the struggle 
the death took place of Lieutenant Colonel Colombo, in charge 
of the men in the "Dirección Remonta" as well as of one of 
the bodyguards of Cofranissioner Major Morales, v/ho was wounded. 
Another member of his numerous custody was al so wounded. 

There viere no deaths or wounded persons in the Combat Unit of 
our Orqanization. 

L0PE2 REGA, THE POLIT1CAL HEAD OF AAA 

The AAA was born irrmediately after May 25, 1973, as the armed 
branch of the Social Welfare Minister José López Rega's 
politics. 

The purpose of this politics 1s to destroy Peronism, distorting 
its political valúes, depriving it of its social contents and 
identifying its economic purooses with those of American 
imperialism. 

Theoretically it is a caricature of Fascism, which has been 
expressly asserted by López Rega's ideological spokesmen: 
the “Las Bases" and "El Caudillo" papers. In practice It 
adulterates the acting and governing chenr.els of Peronism, 
it liquidates its historical structures and prosecutes and 
eaterminates its best men. 
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HOH THE "AAA" «AS BORM 

. . ■ ■ ■• A . . - - 

Immediately after assuming hfs positlon as Minlster of Social 
llelfare, LOPEZ REGA evidenced an obsessive deslre to crea te 
its own "railltary power" equivalent to the Nazi S$. 

Lacklng major support, and while he planned to get control of 
the Federal Pólice, he had to satlsfy himself with crea ti ng 
a paral leí pólice forcé wltbin the Ministry. For that purpose 
he chose CoíTnlssioner VILLAR, whose brutal methods were well 
known by popular militants during LANUSSE's dictatorship. 

Commissioner VILLAR surrounds himself with the dregs of three 
generations of policemen: about a hundred fomer policemen 
who had been dlscharged wlthout honors, subject to legal 
processes and even jal 1ed as thieves, "Mexicans," smugglers, 
drug traffickers and pircos. 

For these reasons, and a few more, retircd sub-Commissioner 
MORALES and retired sub-Inspector Rodolfo Eduardo Almiron 
managed to reach outstanding posltlons. 

MORALES was appointed Securlty Chief of the Social Welfare 
Ministry, while ALMIRON entered the Presidential corps of 
bodyguards. At the death of General Perón he displaced 
Juan Esquer and currently holds omnipotent powers on the body- 
guards surrounding the President Isabel Martínez. 

To reach those high positions it was essenttal to destroy their 
relatlve records, vihich were stained with shameful crimes, and 
it nade a laughing stock of the pólice grades, the model of 
which was LOPEZ REGA himself, who was promoted from retired 
corporal to General Cormilssloner. On October 11 , 1973, through 
Decree No. 1858, MORALES and ALMIRON were reinstated to the 
Federal Pólice. In a few months MORALES jumped two grades 
[from sub-Commissioner to Inspector Coramissioner) and ALMIRON 
four (from sub-lnspector to sub-Commissioner). 

The assault forces under LOPEZ REGA and VILLAR acted in Ezeiza, 
on June 20, 1973, with the tragic results we know. But it 
was only in September 1973, that the "AAA" was finaliy struc- 
tured, under the political command of Minister LOPEZ REGA, the 
supervisión of Commissioner VILLAR and military coachlng of 
Commissioner MORALES and ALMIRON. 

The appointment of VILLAR as chief of the Federal Pólice and 
of General Commissioner Luis MARGARIDE as underchief, asserted 
at the beginning of 1974 the full power of Minister LOPEZ REGA 
on the most important pólice organization of the country and 
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represented a return to tne oíd anti-Pcronist "gorilas/' and 
Lheir repressive methods. Fron that tine, the AAA enjoysd the 
internal structure of the Federal Pólice and was as su red the 
complete impunfty for its crímes, For exantple, whenever the 
AAA decided to "onerate" ín a given area, the pólice statíons 
rece!ved instructions not to patrol said area. 

At the same time* oven the Presfdential bodyguards, through 
ALMIRON, were incorporated to the AAA, through rcilitary and 
políoemen, aboui vrhom the people sha 11 be duly informed as 
justice i$ beinc done- 

AíJ ANTIPERONIST ALUNICE 


The AAA made its nublic appearance in Octoher 1973, attackina 
and nearly murdaring Radical Senator Hipólito Solar) Yrigoyen, 
linked to the defense of the Trelew ma^tyrs* Its real organi¬ 
zaron, though, was carrisd out between Noveriber 1973 and 
July 1974, through a series of attacks uhtch, as evidenced by 
their very up-to-date and pgwerful weapons» clearly exceeded 
the scope of the forces which, as the Organizatíon Cotmand and 
the 0U, had pratected so far the rigbt wtng gorila" and 
reactionary vancuard- 

Scores cf sites of the "Juventud Peronista/ 1 "JTP ,# and "JUP" 
viere dynamited- Five bombines during the dawn of December 13 
and nineteen during January 26, 1974 sfcnalled the start of an 
escal a tíon of violence from whieh no “Unidad Basice" or any of 
the press organs of the authentical Peronísm managed to escape. 

The first execution clearly marked with the 11 AAA" trademark 
was the murder of the priest Carlos Mujica* ambushed at the

On July 31, the AAA r,urde red in the canter of downtown and two 
blocks away fron» Pólice Station 15tfu the Peronist Qeputy 
Rodolfo Ortega Pena. 

On Augusfc 6 and 7 kidnaped and war dered in La Plata the Peronist 
mil i tan ts Horacio Chaves * Rolando Chaves, Luis Macar and Carlos 
Pierini, whose corpses, sadistically mutilated, were found in 
different empty Iota. 

On August 22, the pontoneros n: 1 1 t tants Eduardo Bsdterman and 
Pablo Van Lferde were kidnaped and murdered in fjui 1 tnss- On 
Septe^ber 7, 1974, the AAA placed a bemb in the fíat of the 
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Dean of the Buenos Aires University, Raúl laguzzí, and fcílled 
his baby son Pablo* four months oíd, 

On Septenber 11, Dr, Curuchet, legal counsel for the mechan- 
cal workers in Córdoba, was kidnaped and murdered with a votley 
of shota- On September 16, Atilio López, Vice-Governor unti1 
be was destítuted by the pólice sediticn commanded by Colore! 
Navarro, was kidnaped from the hotel where he was stayírg and 
bis body appeared afterwards 3 badly shot. 

On Septenbér 20 Julio Troxler was murdered and on October 13, 
Pedro Barcaza, tfhat all these men had in cornmon was the fact 
that thay were Peronists and during two decades partid pated 
in a struggle to which Minister LOPEZ REGA was alien. He 
vras never sent to jail* never torturad, never cormHtted in 
any liberatíng project, but he managed to infíltrate Mmself 
at the si de of General PERON, The events revea! more eioquently 
than ,f co^munications >f and wrltten 1 ni ti ais, the real essence 
of this organization that started by calling itself ”Antl- 
imperial ist All lance then '‘Anti-Comraunlst All lance" and is, 
in fact, an 11 Ar> t i-Peron i st All i anee 11 whích has taken hold cf 
the governroer.t over the blood and sacrifices of authentic 
Peronists, 

ISABEL MARTINEZ: AH ACCOHFLICE 


The methods used Iby the AAA made routine of the procedure whereby 
a people‘s miíitant man is’violently removed from his home by a 
group of inen who exhibí t official documents and use ultramodem 
cars. He then surfaces \n the empty lots of Lugano or In the 
Ezeiza swlmroing pools, his hands tíed behind his back, blind- 
folded, and with the body perforated by thirty, fifty and even 
one hundred shots of the most modern fírearms. 

As from Deconber last, the AAA íncorporated a perverso modality, 
learned from the CIA, that mass-executes people using explosiva 
charges on the bodies of three and even five persons tied 
tagether. 

Even Ihough most victims were Peronists, other militante have 
not been spared: members of the PRT, delegates from the PST, 
activista from the Comrrgnist Party and even leaders of the 
FÍP and the "Revolutfonary Cotrnuoist Party, 1 ' 

Either dlrectly or through tfifferent groups which have adoptad 
their techniques, the AAA, in eight months, has murdered 150 
persans, Only in December 1974 their victims numbered tv/enty- 
nlne. They have built their own jails, where they keep condemned 
men for weefcs at a time* until their bodies are found somevihere. 
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They have attacked foreign citízens that tried to find a haven 
in our country» from General Prats, Minister of the War oí 
Presi den t Allende» up to former "Tupamaros/* They have even 
taken the liberty to a i r ship to Uruguay five prisoners, to 
be executed by the army of that country, after its Military 
Attache was murdered in París- 

Vet none oí the AAA membsrs have been detained, neme of thefr 
headquarters has been burglarized, none of its members has 
been officially identifíed, Ef no other evidences were aval)* 
able, those are enough to assume that THE AAA 1$ TíIE GOYEHUBEHT. 

9ut there are other evidentes, and President Isabel MARTINEZ 
i 5 awara of them > at least from the last muí ti party meeting, 
when Doctor Ricardo Salbin del ivered to her a tonfidential 
report contai ning the ñames of the AAA members» hsaded by 
LOPEZ REGA, florales and Al mi ron» and the individuáis who 
constitute ber guard and surround her every day. After that, 
Isabel MARTINEZ did not receive fiALBIíl again and she is nou 
either the direet accomplice of the AAA rcurders or at least 
their accessory after the fact, It may al so be that due to 
her intímate association with Minister LOPEZ REGA she may share 
its poli ti cal leadership.

He representa tlie typical AAA, nenrber- At the beginning of the 
60 1 s and together with subinspector ALAI RON, sub -officer 
fdwin FARQUARSOMN {nov/ an active member of the AAA) and others, 
they constituted a group tbat was closely assocíated to the 
garjg of toe Miguel Prieto, delinquent» alias "El Loco 1 * (the 
Crazy Maa), llhen their criminal activities were uncovsred, 
thanks to the disloyalty of one of their ovm members, they 
started to massacre th?ir fcnner comoanions. There is a long 
llst of victiras, al 1 of which v*ere found in empty lots> sadis- 
tícally shot and with their hands tied and bumed, This 
culnlnated in the Villa Devoto Penitentíarv, v/here r, Crazy 
Prieto" *'comnitted suicide" . by beimg burnt al iva . 

Thougb thev were legally prosecuted» and found innocent, nobody 
doubted that they were guilty of the very crirnes they were 
ccmmitted to prasacute, as ^eíribars of the pólice forcé. This 
v;as reasserted vhen MORALES was again detained and processetí 
in 1963, as thlef and snuggler of notorcars- 

The record of his disciple ALMIROfJ, Chief of bodyguards of the 
Presidont Isahzl MARTINEZ, is enually shamefuK In addítion to 
a similar record, the re is t very stranqe c i reunís lance In hís 
criminal careen; he oarticipated in tire murder of Eerl Davís, 
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a Heuíenant of the American Army, which took place on June 9, 

1964, in an Olivos night club. The material murderer of Eerl lavls 
was José Vicente LAVIÁ, to this day MORALES 1 secretary and active 
member of the AAA gang.
